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"lt«caU8u it . hiis been whispcrcil 
nbout tliat the state Imard of iidminifl- 
tration will not name tlm city selected 
for the* site of the new ^tiitu asylum 
until after the pfinmrie^ in April, there 
seems to be excellent jjronnd for' the 
complaint that polities is creeping into 
the matter," says the Kocltford Re- 
public. ' 
"Uockford people, who have helped 
boost for the asylum, (n;e wondering 
why it is necef<8ary to with hold the 
selection of a site until after the April 
primaries, and what bearing in the 
matter tho primaries have. The board 
lonf^ ago looked oyer the grounds in the 
cities applying for the institution, 'and 
the delay in announcirg n final decision 
is declared by many to be unnecessary." 
'•Waukegan, which early in tho cam- 
paign, could not see Rockford or any 
other city for the dust it was stamping 
up in its behalf now admits that the 
matter rests between Rockford, Wau- 
kegan and another city. This state- 
ment is undoubtedly foundeil on inform- 
ation given out by Senator Olson of 
Woodstock who Is, seekinp: to niake 
himself solid in, Lake county for, re- 
election to the senate by booming Wau- 
kegan for the site. Senator OlHon is 
supposed to have the etr of Gov. De- 
ncen, and If he has said that the de- 
cision will be laid over until after the 
primaries he is probably right Also 
he has discovered that Rockfonl is a 
contender. The Waukegan Gazette 
printed the following about the mutter: 
*'With Rockford and one other city 
pressing Waukegan closely in the rnce 
for the i)08session of the new state in- 
sane asylum, word was received by a j 
real estate dealer that nothine definite 
in the way of selecting a site for the in- 
stitution would be done until after the 
primaripsin Ap^il- 

'-'Waukegan however, occording to 
the letter, is still the preferred site for 
the asylum, with the actpal choice' ly- 
ing between Waukegan and Rockford, 
with • one other city naAied as a possi- 
bility. 

"The price of land and the water 
facilities, will decide the location of tho 
asylum in the end. There were about 
twenty cities in IllinoiG^ all anxious to 
gain th'e asylum for their particular 
locality, but gradually one by one they 
have been weeded out by the committee 
and the choice now Ilea between the 
three cities of which Waukegan is giv- 
en the first place. 

"The only objection' to-the Rockford 
site, according to the letter received, 
was the water facilities, and that point 
is equally held out.in favor of the |iVau- 
kegan site. The site In Cuba, which 
was oilered by ; a wealthy Chicago 
broker, was deemed too ' much out of 
the way of travel, and lack of BufHcient 
railroad facilities. 

"Despite the information given by 
the letter to'the Waukegan real estate 
man however those, close to Senator 
Olson, who is managing the fight to 
secure the Institution for Waukegan, 
state that he will do everything In his 
power to have the matter definitely 
settled in the near future and his friends 
say that within a few weeks a decision 
may be reached. Senator Olson left for 
Springfield Wednesday evening to re- 
new tho matter . \ylth the com- 
mittee which has it In charge. He feels 
confident that Waukegan will secure 
the institution." '_'■'■.

Two Large Bluldincs Are Already Complet- 
ed; Will Raise 12,000 Ducks This 
Spring.'and 30,000 When Finished 



Wm. Weber, who purchased the I. 
M. Douglass farm, on the west shore of 
Sand Lake last summer, is said to be 
making preparations for tlie largest 
duck farm in this .section of tlie coun- 
try. . .' 

At present, it is said he has complet- 
ed two buildings about 20x100 feet, 
which are to be used to house the in- 
cubators, and by spring everything will 
be in readiness for hatching about 12,- 
000 eggs. 

People who have talked with Mr. 
Weber state that it is his intention to 
erect other buildings as soon as the 
weather will permit, so that by next 
spring he wilt have an equipment for 
hatching and raising. 25,000 to 30,000 
birds. • 

It is said that this will be the largest 
duck-raismg farm within hundreds of 
miles. Mr. Weber has made a careful 
study of the business for several years 
and is credited with a thorough know- 
ledge of the industry from. the time the 
egg has been placed in the incubator, 
until the young waddler is reody for the 
market. "' 

One feature of duck-raising which 
makes It more profitable than the rais- 
ing ofother fowl for eatlng^.ie the coni- 
paratlve short time required to fatten 
a duckling. Seven weeks from the 
time this fuzzy infant breaks the wall 
of his prison with his flat bill, he is in 
prime condition for the table, a.':d up to 
that time the feed necessary to fatten 
him has been a profitable investment. 
After the seventh week however, it is 
said a duck will not gain in weight 
sutHciently to warrant feeding. 

This compared very, favorably with 
the time required to fatten any other 
domestic fowl and mak^s possible a 
proportionately larger profit In rais- 
ing turkeys it is necessurv to give them 
the best of care from the time they 
are hatched in the spring to the first or 
the middle of November, Chickens 
probably fatten a trifle more quickly, 
and certainly require less attention 
than young -turkeys. Geese also re- 
quire but little care after the first week 
or so, but none of these birds wjll fat- 
ten in BO short a time as-ducks or at so 
small a cost

STATIONED IN WAUKEGAN 



They Located. Wire Thieves In Saloon Near 

Oak Park and the Thieves Captured 

and Seal to Pcnitenliary 



BafTled by daring thieves who, under 
cover of nighl, have stolen hundreds of 
miles of cooper wire, taking it from the 
poles and cnrtinf^ it away to a' nearby 
hiding place from which it is again car- 
ried by nitjh^ to the receiving *'fence" 
detectives in the emplbyoof the Chicago 
Telephone company are planning to use 
a new method in the capture of these 
criminals. 

Bloodhounds, already widely usod in 
the capture of noted criminals, will be 
brought into field in an effort to send 
the wire thieves lo the penitentiary. 
Experiments conducted during the past 
few weeks have demonstrated the value 
of these dogs in following the sent and 
capturing the crooks redhandcd. 

Several weeks ago a brace of blood- 
hounds were stationed atOak Park with 
a high-power automobile in waiting and 
three detectives ready for instant: 
action. Special devices for detecting 
^Ire cuttmg, the first operation of thie- 
very, were attached , to telephone toll 
lines in nearby exchanges. 

At the first alarm the machine was 
rushed to the district where wire thie- 
ves were at, work, and despite darkness 
and otheE obstacles the dogs -finally- lo^ 
coted the thivies in. a saloon -several 
miles distant 

It is this signal success that has in- 
duced the Chicago Telephone company 
to arrange for dogs In various exchange 
districts, to be held for instant service 
atany point within a twenty-mile radius. 

During the past few years wire thefts 
have beceme more and more frequent 
In the absence of a well organized effort 
at detection, the thieves found Httlc 
hazard in pulling down from one to 
three miles of \yire and later arranging 
for its sate to . traveling junkers. To 
the sellers this wire brought only a 
fraction of its real value, although a 
mile of copper wire sometimes would 
net from $3 to $5. 

Thieves who have been captured re- 
cently have all been sent to the peniten- 
tlry. Authorities believe that the dogs 
will insure the capture of the organized 
gang now operating in territory not 
for from Chbago.

The bill which it is thought will pass 
tho house will require the sale of oleo- 
margarine in original stamped Inclosed 
packages, whether It is coloired or un- 
colorod.

j:he cost of the Mansion house, £71,- 
000. Is alleged to have been partly 
defrayed from flnes Inflicted upon 
Nonconformist members of tho cor- 
poration for not receiving tho sacra- 
ment according to tho rites of tho Es- 
tablished church, as required by tho 
corporation act of Charles IL 
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Electricity From Windmill, 
A patent has been granted for a 
system of geenrating electricity 
wherein the prime movers are a wind- 
mill and an Internal combustion en- 
gine, both operating on tho geenrator 
shaft and connected together by means 
of a clutch. When the windmill la 
Idle tho load Is taken by tho engine, 
and as the windmill gathers speed It 
works both the dynamo and the en- 
gine until tho speed attains that 
which Is designated the critical point, 
.jvvhen the engine Is dlsconected by 
governor balls, and tho Ignition cir- 
cuit Is opened, thus stopping the en- 
gine. A reduction In the speed of 
the dynanio causes the cycle of oper- 
ations to work In the opposite order, : 
vlth tho consequence that, the wind- 
mill nms free and the engine takes 
the load.

Differs In Several Important Provi- 
sions From Original Measure— Na- 
tlonal Reserve Association Will Be 
Controlled by Smallest Members. 

Washington.— Tho natloual mon- 
etary commission, after four years or 
study and labor, have drurted a bill 
to revise the currency system ot the 
United States designed to prevent a 
recurrence of such. unfortunate llnan- 
clal conditions as prevailed during the 
money panic of 1907. 

Tho bill consists of ntty-nlno eoc- 
ttona and In general follows tho lines 
of tho so-called Aldrlch plan. But the 
commission's bill shows some lmpo^ 
lant changes from tho original or oven 
from tho revised draft of Mr. Aldrlch's 
plan, ' 

Tho bill Incorporates tho National 
Hesorvo association of the United 
States, with an original capital of 
5200.000.000 Instead of tho ?30l),00U.. 
000 as first proposed by Mr. Aldrlch. 

Through an elaborate machinery In- 
volving llfteon branches of tho assocl. 
atlon, each branch being tho center of 
a group of local associations of banks, 
the National Reserve association Is 
authorized to Issue notes against prop- 
erly Indorsed^ commercial paper. Tho 
bill provides for the admlsalori to tho 
reserve association of state banks 
and trust companies that subscribe to 
Us conditions as well as of tho nation- 
al banks already In existence. 

The circulating notes of the associa- 
tion shall be received nt par In pay- 
ment for all dues to tho United States 
and salaries and debts owed by tho 
United States, unless gold Is speclll- 
cally set forth In the contract, and all 
dues or debts to any bank or trust 
company shall be payable fn the 
notes. Tho notes shall constitute a 
first lien upon all the assets of the 
association and no Interest shall ho 
void by the association upon Its de- 
posits. 

Besides Us duties In tho, rediscount- 
ing of paper for the providing of an 
elastic, currency, the association shall 
act as disbursing agent for the United 
States government and shall also 
transact buslness-abroad, authority be- 
ing given for the establishment of lor- 
elgn branches. The assets of the as- 
sociation and of local branches and 
districts shall be exempt- from local 
and state taxation except as to real 
estate, while a federal tax falls auto- 
matically upon the association for its 
failure to maintain the 50 per cent, ro- 
serve required by the act. 

Tho bill attempts to prevent the 
centralization of tho control of tho 
system In any one locality. In the dls- 
trlctlng of the country for tho fifteen 
branches, division Is made largely by 
geographical and not financial stand- 
ards. 

Sixty days after the hill's passage 
books for subscription to the capital 
stock of tho reserve association shall 
bo opened and an allowance for ex- 
penses by the government Is made, 
though this allowance must after- 
ward bo repaid from the profits of 
the assoclaUon. 

The National Reserve association 
created by the bill Is to exist under its 
terms for fifty years, and have an au- 
thorized capital equal to twenty per 
cent, of tho paid-in and unimpaired 
capital of oil banks eligible to mem- 
bership In tho association. Tho bill 
states the corporate power tho associ- 
ation shall have. 

Tho sections which will attract 
widest public Interest and arouse tho 
most debate are tHose relaUng to tho 
Issuance of currency by tho associa- 
tion. The sections follow broadly tho 
Aldrlch plan.

Burns said the former mayor 
dropped tho Investigation and not 
long afterward was invlleil to become 
a membor of a printing firm doing 
much work for n national labor 
unions, and In which. Samuel Qorap- 
ers, president of tho American Fed- 
eration, Is reported to him to have 
been Interested. ' , ' 

Bookwalter admitted that two years 
ago ho had told a score of prominent 
national labor lenders that ho wa« 
convinced of the guilt of John J. Mc^ 
Namarn and the Iron workers' union 
In connection with tho four explo- 
sions on property of Albert Von 
Sprechkolsen In October. 1909. 

Bookwalter said he would bare oil 
tho details of tho municipal Investiga- 
tion which satisfied Jilm' that John J. 
McNomara. as secretary-treasurer of 
the International Association of 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers 
was tho conspiring executive who 
caused the explosions In this vicinity. 

Washington. — Samuel Gompers, 
president 'of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, commenting upon a 
statement by former Mayor Bookwal- 
ter of Indianapolis, snld: 

•*No person, living or dead, ever 
made such a statement to* me or even 
gave a hint that J. J. McNamarn or 
any one else was engaged In a dyna- 
mite plot or dynamite campaign."

Extension ladders 
were raised to the flre escapes and 
to windows to aid the women. Many 
of the wives of the stockmen, living 
In the hotel, were cut off from the 
stairways.

the matter," says the Rockfonl Uc- 
public. 

"Rockford people, who have helped 
boost for the asylum, are wonderiny 
why it is heceaaary to with hold the 
selection of n site until after tlie April 
primaries, and what bearint; in the 
matter the primaries have. The board 
long ago looked over the grounds in the 
cities applyinB fo»* the institution, and 
the delay in announcing a final decision 
is declared by many to be unnecessary.*' 

"Waukegan, which early in the com- 
paign, could not see Rockford or any 
other city for the dust it was stamping 
up In Its behalf now admits that the 
matter rests between Rockford, Wau- 
kegan and another city. This state- 
ment is undoubtedly founded on inform- 
ation given out by Senator Olson of 
Wootlstock who is seeking to make 
himself nolid in Lake county for re- 
election to the senate by booming Wau- 
kegan for the site. Senator Olson -Is 
. supposed to have the e-'ir of Gov. De- 
neen, and if he has said that the de- 
cision will be laid over until after the 
primaries he is probably right Also 
h^ has discovered that Rockford is a 
contender, ^he Waukegan Gazette 
printed the following about the matter: 

"With Rockford and one other city 
pressing Waukegan closely in the race 
for the possession of the new state in- 
sane asylum, word was received by a 
real estate dealer that ndthing definite 
in the way of selecting a site for theio- 
stltution would be done until after the 
primariea in April. 

'*Waukegan however, according to 
the Ietter,,i8 still the preferred site for 
the asylum, with the actual choice ly* 
ing between Waukegan and Rockfjord, 
with one other city named as a possi- 
bility. 

"The price of land and the water 
facilitiea, will decide the location of the 
asylum In the end. There were about 
twenty cUtet inlllinois all anxious to 
gain the auylum for their particular 
locality, but gradually ono by one they 
have been weeded out by the committee 
and the choice now Ugb between the 
three cities of which Wodkegan is giv- 
en the flrat place. 

*,*The only objection to the Rockford 
site, according to the letter received, 
was the water facilities, and that point 
is equally held out in favor of the Wau- 
kegan site. The site in Cuba, which 
was offered by a wealthy Chicago 
broker, was deemed too much out of 
the way of travel, and tack of sufHcient 
railroad facilities. 

"Despite the information given by 
the letter to the Waukegan real estate 
man however those close to Senator 
Olaon, who is managing the fight to 
secure the Institution for Waukegan, 
state that'he will do everything in his 
power toL have the matter definitely 
settled in the near future and his friends 
say that within a few weeks a decision 
may be reached. Senator Olson left for 
Springfield Wednesday evening to re- 
new the matter with the com- 
mltteewhlch has It in charge. He feels 
confident that Waukegan will secure 
the'lnstltution."

"Wm. Weber, who purchased the I. 
M. DouRlaas farm, on the west shore of 
Sand Luk6 last summer, is said to b(t 
making preparations for the largest 
duck farm in this section of the coun- 
tiy. 

At present, it is said lie has complet- 
ed two buildinRs about 20x100 feet, 
which are to be used to house the" in- 
cubators, and by spring everything will 
be in readiness for hatching about 12,- 
000 eggs. " 

People who have talked with Mr. 
Weber state that it ts-his intention - to 
erect other buildlnps as soon as the 
weather will permit, so that by next 
spring he will have 'an equipment for 
hatching and raising 25,000 to 20,000 
birds. 

It is said that' this will be the largest 
duck-raismg farm within hundreds of 
miles. Mr. Weber has made a careful 
study of the business for several years 
and is credited with a thorough know- 
ledge of the industry from the time the 
egg has been placed in the incubator, 
until the young waddler is ready for the 
market. 

One feature of duck-raising which 
makes it more profitable than the rais- 
ing of other fowl for eating, is the com- 
parative short time required to" fatten 
a duckling. Seven weeks from the 
time this fuzzy infant breaks the wall 
of his prison with- hia flat bill, he is in 
prime condition for the table, and up to 
that time the feed necessary to fatten 
him has been a profitable investment. 
After the seventh week however. It is 
said a duck will not gain In weight 
sufficiently to warrant feeding. 

This compared very favorably with 
the .time required ti fatten any other 
domestic fowl and makes possible a 
proportior.ately larger profit. In rais- 
ing turkeys, it is necessary to give them 
the best of care from the time they 
are hatched in thie spring to the firs't or 
the middle of November. Chickens 
probably fatten a trifle more quickly, 
and certainly require less attention 
than young turkeys. Geese also re- 
quire but httle care after the first week 
or so, but none of these birds will fat- 
ten in so short a time as ducks or at so 
small a cost.

THE TAX ON 

OLEOMARGARINE 

Retail merchants will he interested in 
a dispatch which comes from Washing- 
ton bearing the news that the comnyl- 
tee of agriculture , Is in favo;* of repeal- 
ing the present law imposing a tax of 
10 cents a pound on oleomargarine col- 
ored in imitation of butter.

margarine, whether colored In imita- 
tion of butter or not 

The bill which it Ib thought will pass 
thq house will require the sale of oleo- 
margarine in original stamped Inclosed 
packages, whether Itis colored or un- 
colored. ', ■ j ':

STATIONED IN WAUKEGAN 



They Located Wire Thieves tn Saloon Near 

Oak Ptirh and the Thieves Captured 

and Sent to Penitentiary 



BalTlt'd by daring thieves who, under 
cover of night, have stolen hundreds of 
miles of cQop(»r wire, taking it from the 
poU;8 and carting it away to a nearby 
hilling place from whioh it is again car* 
rit'd by night to the receiving "fence" 
detectives in the employe of the Chicago 
Telephone company are planning to use 
a new method in the. capture of these 
criminals. 

Bloodhounds, already widely uapd in 
tho capture of noted criminals, will be 
brought into field in an elTort to send 
the wire thieves to the penitentiary, 
Kxperimenta conducted during the past 
few iveeks have demonstrated the value 
of these dogs in following the sent and 
capturing the crooks redhanded. 

Several weeks ago a brace of blood- 
hounds were stationed at Oak Park with 
a high-power automobile in waiting and 
three detectives ready for instant 
action. Special devices for detecting 
wire cutting, the first operation of thie- 
very, were attached ' to telephone toll 
lines in nearby exchanges. 

At the first alarm the mqchine was 
rushed to the district where wire thie- 
ves were at work, and despite darkness 
and other obstacles the dogs finally lo- 
coted the thlvies In a saloon several 
miles distant. 

It is this signal success that has In- 
duced the Chicago Telephone company 
to arrange for dogs in various exchange 
districts, to be held for instant service 
atanypotnt within a twenty-mile radius. 

During the past few years wire thefts 
have becenie more and more frequent. 
In the absence of a well organized eflfort 
at detection, the thieves found little 
hazard In pulling down from one to 
three miles of wire and later arranging 
for its sale to traveling junkers. To 
the sellers this wire brought only a 
fraction of its real value, although a 
mile of copper wire sometimes would 
not from $3 to $5. 

Thieves who have been captured re- 
cently have all been sent to the peniten- 
tiry. Authorities believe that the dogs 
will insure the capture of the organized 
gang now operating in territory , not 
for from Chiaago.

There, in the dark 
hovel, unworthy of, but graced by th» 
name "Home", surrounded by her chil- 
dren, three of whom were barefoot and 
stamping the cold floor to keep their 
feet from freezing, Mrs. Sarootas, was 
found Tuesday by Captain Cook of the , 
Volunteers. 

Without sufljcient fuel, her children 
too poorly clad to go out into the cold 
and search for splinters of wood, Mrs. 
Sarpotas was compelled to dig up some 
of the planks which formed the floor of 
the hallway split them with a butcher 
knife, and feed them, one by one into 
the cook stove. 

A reporter accompanied Captain Cook 
on his trip to the home, when he took 
articles of, clothing, such as he could 
find in his^home to the children. Abso- 
Bolutely innocent of carpets were the 
floors, the children, part of them bare- 
foot, were stamping- about the stove in 
almost vain endeavor, to keep warm. 

Indescribable was the scene. - No . 
words are black enough to picture the 
despair and want on the hunger and 
cold pinched faces of the mother and 
her brood. ; Many cases of destitution 
have come under the observation of 
Captain Cook since he came to Wauke- 
gan and yet, none he stated had ever 
shown quite the want and poverty a» 
this one. 

Supervisor Conrad hod been notified 
of the plight of the family, and through 
his endeavors much of the suffering- 
had been alleviated. A stove had been 
secured for tlie front room of the house, 
a litele fuel had been secured, and more 
promisfid. and the hunjicr of the chil- 
dren was appeased.

000 as llrat proposed by Mr. Aldrich.

Electricity From Windmill. 
A patent has been granted for a 
system of geenratlng electricity 
wherein the prime movers are a wind- 
mill and an Internal combustion en- 
gine, both operating on the geenrator 
shaft and connected together by means 
of a clutch. When the windmill Is 
idle tho load Is taken by the engine, 
and 88 the windmill gathers speed it 
works both the dynamo and the en- 
gine until tho speed attains that 
which la designated the critical point, 
when tho engine la dlaconccted by 
governor balls, and the Ignition cl> 
cult la opened, thus stopping the en- 
gine. A reduction in the speed of 
tho dynamo causes the cycle of oper- 
ations to work In the opposite order, 
with the consequence that the wind- 
mill runs free and the engino takes 
the load. 



a group of local associations of banks, 
tho National Reserve association Is 
authorized to Issue notes against prop- 
erly Indorsed commercial paper. The 
bill provides for the admission to the 
reservo aaaoclatlon of state banks 
and trust companlea that subscribe to 
Ita conditions aa well as of tho nation- 
al banks -already In . existence. 

The circulating notes of ,the nssocla* 
tlon shall be received at par In pay- 
ment for all dues to tho United Statea 
and salaries and debta owed by tbo 
United States, unless gold Is speclti- 
cally set forth In the contract, and all 
duos or debts to any bank or trust 
company shall be payable In the 
notes. Tho notes shall constitute a 
first lien upon all tho aaseta of tbo 
association and no Interest shall ho 
7ald by the association, upon Us de- 
posits. 

Besides Us duties in tho rediscount- 
Ing of paper for the providing ot an 
elastic currency, the association shall 
act as disbursing agent for tbo United 
States government and shall also 
transact business abroad, authority be- 
ing given for tho establishment of for- 
eign branches. The assets of tbo as- 
sociation and of local branches and 
districts shall bo exempt from. local 
and state taxation except as to real 
estate, while a federal tax falls auto- 
matically upon the association for Its 
failure to maintain the BO per cent re- 
servo required by tho act. 

Tho bill attempts to . prevent tho 
centralization of the control of the 
system In any one locality. In the dis- 
tricting of the country for the tlfteon 
branches^ division la made largely by 
geographical and not financial stand- 
ards. 

SUty days after tho bill's passage 
hooka for aubscrlptlon to the capital 
stock of the reserve association shall 
be opened, and an allowance for ex- 
penses by the government Is made, 
though this allowance must aIte^ 
ward be repaid from tho profits of 
the association. 

The National Reserve association 
created by the bill la to exist undents 
terms for fifty yeara, and have an au- 
thorized capital equal to twenty per 
cent, of tho pald-Iu and unimpaired 
capital of all banka eligible to mem- 
bership In the association. Tbo bill 
states the corporate power the aasocl- 
atlon Bhall have. 

The sections which will attract 
widest public Interest and arouse tho 
most debate are those relating to the 
Issuance of currency by tho associa- 
tion. Tho sections follow broadly the 
Aldrich plan.

Artemus ,Ward worked for tho paper 
at tho time; and It was nt this period 
that "Bret Harte was remarkably 
regular at the ofUco on pay days." 
' Mr. Bigelow's aeries of artlclea on 
tho effects of slavery In the West In- 
dies worked up somo of tho feeling 
which made Llncoln't election pos- 
Blblo in 18G0, and at the oraanclpator'a 
urging the editor went as mlnlator to 
France during' the trubulous times of 
the civil war.' 

In France Mr. BIgelow succeeded to 
much the same power and position 
that Benjamin Franklin and Thomas 
Jefferson bad held more than 50 years 
provloualy. 

■ It was at this time that Mr. BIge- 
low -discovered Franklin's "Autobiog- 
raphy," of which he edited the author- 
itative edition. Utter a "Life of Ben- 
jamin Franklin" was written and 
edited. 

Mr, BIgelow was appointed an ex- 
ecutor of the estate of Samuel 3. Tll- 
denr and In addition to his ordinary 
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—then to the clerk— said you were

His "Life of William Cullen Bry- 
ant" with whom he was associated so 
many years, was published In 1893, 
and In 1903. at the age cf nineiy-one 
years, his greatest work, "Retrospec- 
tions of an Active Life," was publish- 
ed In three volumes. Blgelow's 
"retrospections" covered more. than 
half of tho life of tho nation. 

To the very last Mr. BIgelow kept 
a clear head and an active mind for 
all tho problems of the nation, "writ- 
ing with tho ease and tho elegance of 
Ibb older school and with an accuracy 
nil his own on every subject that In- 
terests him." . . 

Two sona o* the aged author. Major 
John BIgelow, Jr., tt tho United 
BtatoB army, and PouUney BIgelow, 
the writer, have attained distinction 
In their respective fields. Mr. BIge- 
low waa a trusteo of the New^Yprk 
public llbmcy* of the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art and a member of many 
learned nnd honorary soclotloa In this 
country and abroad.

Electricity From Windmill. 
A patent has been granted for a 
system of geenratlng electricity 
wherein tbe prime movers are a wind- 
mill and on internal combustion en- 
gine, both operating on the geenrator 
shaft and connected together by means 
of a clutch. When the windmill la 
idle the load Is taken by the engine, 
and as the windmill gathers speed It 
works both tho dynamo and tbe en- 
gine until the speed attains that 
which is designated the critical point, 
when the engine la dlsconected by 
governor balls, and the ignition cir- 
cuit Is opened, thus stopping the en- 
gine. A reduction In the speed of 
tho dynamo causes the cycle of oper- 
ations to work In the opposite order. 
with the consequence that the wind- 
mill runs free and tbe engine takes 
the load. 



a group of local associations of banks, 
the National Ueservo association la 
authorized to Issue notes against prop- 
erly Indorsed commercial paper. The 
bin provides for tho admission to the 
reserve association of state banks 
and trust companies that subscribe to 
Us conditions as well as of tho nation. 
al banks already In. existence. 

The circulating notes of ^bo associa- 
tion shall bo received at par in pay- 
ment for all dues to tbo United States 
and salaries and debts owed by tbo 
United States, unless gold is spoctU- 
cally sot forth In tho contract, and all 
dues or debts to any bank or trust 
company shall bo payable In tho 
notes. The notes shall constitute a 
first lien upon all tho assets of the 
asEociatlon and no interest shall bo 
^ald by the association. upon Us de- 
posits. 

Besides Its duties in the rediscount- 
Ing of paper for tho providing of an 
elastic currency, the association shall 
act as diaburslng agent for the United 
States government and shall also 
transact business abroad, authority be- 
ing given for tho eatabllahment of for- 
eign branches. Tbe assets of tho as- 
sociation and ot local branches and 
districts shall be exempt from local 
and state taxation except as to real 
estate, while a federal tax falls auto- 
matically upon tbe association for Its 
failure to maintain the 50 per cent ro. 
servo required by tho act. 

Tbo bill attempts to . prevent the 
centralization of tho control of the 
system In any one locality. In the dis- 
tricting of tho country for the tlfteen 
branches, division is made largely by 
geographical and not financial stand- 
ards. 

Sixty days after tho bill's passage 
books for subscription to tho capital 
stock of the reserve association abait 
be opened. and an allowanco for ex- 
penses by the government la made, 
though this allowance must after- 
ward bo repaid from the proHts of 
the association. 

Tho National Reserve association 
created by the bill Is to exist under Its 
terms for fifty years, and have an au- 
thorized capital equal to twenty per 
cent, of tbo pald-lu and unimpaired 
capital of alt banka eligible to mem- 
bership In the association. The bill 
states tho corporate power the associ- 
ation shall have. 

The sections which will attract 
widest public interest and arouse the 
most debate are those relating to the 
Issuance of currency by tho associa- 
tion. Tho sections follow broadly tbe 
Aldrlch plan.

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New York. — ^Jobn 'Bigelow, Sr., dip- 
lomatist and author, di;jd nt bis liome 
In this city, aged ninety-four years. 

Mr. Bigelow, Bometlmes termed "tbo 
"first gentleman ot Ne^/ York," wan 
almost tho last connecting link be- 
tween tho great men of the flrst half 
of the nineteenth century and tho 
present day. Born at Maiden, Ulster 
county, N. V., In 1817, of a well-known 
family, he was prominently nasoclnted 
wltb tiie great men and the determin- 
ing movements of the country during 
bifl entire life. 

In 1849, at tho Invitation of William 
Cullen Bryant, Mr. Bigelow became 
an editor of the Now York Evening 
Post, in which position ho continued 
until 18G0, 'Under his editorship the 
paper came to a great Iiifltience, 

Sainto Beuvo's critical letters were 
published under his supervision, Walt 
Whitman was ■a_ reporter and later a 
war correspondent under Mr. Bigelow, 
ArtemuB Ward worked for the paper 
at tho time; and It was at this period 
that "Bret Harto was remarkably 
regular at, the office on pay days,** 

Mr. Blgelow's aeries of articles on 
tho effects of slavery in tho West In- 
dies worked up some ot tho feeling 
which made Llncoln't election pos- 
sible in 1860, and at tho emancipator's 
urging the editor went aa minister to 
France during tho trubulous times ot 
the civil war.* 

. In France Mr. Bigelow succeeded to 
much the aame power and position 
that Benjamin Franklin and Thomas 
Jefferson had held more than 50 years 
previously. 

It was at this time that Mr. Bige- 
low -discovered Franklin's "Autobiog- 
raphy," of which be edited the author- 
itative edition. IJater a *'Life of Ben- 
jamin Franklin" was written and 
edited. 

Mr, Bigelow was appointed an ex- 
ecutor of the estate of Samuel J. Til- 
den," and In addition to bla ordinary 
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dutfes as an executor be undertook 
thoao of the literary admlnlatrator, 
Tllden'a "Wrtings" were published 
and later a "Life of Samuel J. Tllden" 
was written. 

During all this time a constant 
stream ot magazine article, pamphlets 
and books wore coming from the am- 
basaadoi'-edltor. His literary actlvl- 
tiea were frequently Interrupted by 
other political appointments and hon- 
orary positions given him, but since 
1807 his main thought waa given to 
bis writings. 

His "Life ot William Cullen Bry- 
ant," with whom ho was associated so 
many years, was published In 1893, 
and In 1908, at the age of nineiy-ono 
ydara, his greatest work. "Retrospec- 
tions of an Active Lite," was publish- 
ed In three volumes. Bigelow's 
''retroapectlohs" covered more. than 
half ot tho life ot tbo nation. 

To the very last Mr. Bigelow kept 
a clear bead and an active mind for 
nil tho problems of the nation, "writ- 
ing with tho eaae and the elegance ot 
the older school and with an accuracy 
all hla own on every subject that In- 
terests him." 

Two aons o? the aged author. Major 
John Bigelow, Jr.,. 6t tho United 
Btatea ornny, arid Poultney Bigelow, 
the writer, have attained distinction 
In their respective fields. Mr. Bige- 
low was a trustee ot tho.New^Yprk 
public llbr.iry^ ot the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art and a member of many 
leambd and honorary societies In this 
country and abroad.

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Good Roads Profitable. 

A promian of future proRreas, de- 
Tolopment and onrichnii-nl in tho state 
of Wisconsin is contained in tiiu present 
;;ood roads movenu-nt. One of the 
astonishing and unexplaintilile thin^^ in 
American life is the opposition of the 
■ hard headed farmer to the construction 
of nood roads. 

The farmer is ordinarily a thorouRhly 
practical, common spnso indi%'idual. He 
has to be to succeed in his business. He 
knows how to economize and to take 
advantaf^o of circumstances and oppor- 
tunities to his ndvantoge. He is Rener- 
^ ally a shrewd buyer and seller. He 
has taken readily to modern improve- 
ments and inventions in farm machinery 
and operations. He has readily adapt- 
ed himself to sci'entilic methods of 
farming and to the improvement of 
stock by breeding and the purchase of 
high priced animals. It is an exception 
now to see a poorly furnished farm 
house or one without its piano and the 
telephone. 

Yet in the matter of good roads the 
average farmer has not been a willing 
or active advocate. He seems to have 
laid aside the good horse sense he em- 
ploys in the conduct of his oWn business 
when it came to road construction. He 
forgot his ideas and practices of econ- 
omy and yearly largely squandered the 
money and labor appropriated to road 
construction \n impractical and impro- 
vident methods. No one will ever be 
able to calculate the loss to the farmer 
that bad roads has entailt?d. 

The modern farmer studies the mar- 
kets and crop conditions as closely as 
does the operator on the board of trade. 
The ability to realize on his crops when 
prices are high means many dollars to 
him. The ability to haul maximum 
leads to the markets at all times of the 
year is absolutely essential to him to 
enajale him to get the greatest profits 
out of his crops.? Yet there are large 
sections of Wisconsin where for loni? 
periods the roads are practically impas- 
sable. During these periotis of impass- 
ability the markets may be at the high- 
est points of the year and hundreds of 
farmers wholly unable to take advan- 
tage of it. 

Prof. Hotchkisa of Madison a mem- 
ber of the state's now good roads com- 
mission gives a concrete example of 
this. He says of an instance ihat came 
directly under his observation: 

*'In the five or six years in which I 
have engaged as an officer of the state 
geological and natural history survey in 
agitation for roads, I have encountered 
many examples of their direct econo- 
mic value, but never a more striking 
case of quick conversion than was re- 
lated to me in the case of a Sauk coun- 
ty farmer who was long chairman of his 
town and was finally deposed because of 
his opposition to the good roads idea. 

**\Vhen his successor in office wos 
building an improved rood authorized 
by the town this man came along and 
watched' the work for a while. Finally, 
the new official stepped up and asked 
his opinion of the job. The reply ^was 
that it looked all .right and that a road 
ought to be improved out past the 
speaker's farm. 

"Seems to me you've been changing 
your-mind lately," said the new official 
inquiringly. 

••I Have," was the reply. **l had 
1,000 bushels of potatoes this spring 
and was offered 95 cents a bushel for 
them, but at the time the roads were so 
muddy that I couldn't move a bushel 
unless I took it out on horseback. When 
the roads dried out so that I could move 
the potatoes I had to sell them for 80 
cents a bushel a loss of just $G50, and I 
figured that amount would pay my 
share for the improvement • of every 
mile of road in Sauk county. Yes, I'm 
for good roads from now on." 

There are other ways in which the 
farmer is directly benefitted by good 
'roads. They, unquentionably increase 
the price of farm lands for one thing, 
A farm located on a good road is al- 
ways worth more than one which is not 

The first cost of a permanent high- 
way is of course, large but it will pay 
big returns on 'the investment It 
would pay the farmer to borrow the 
money if necessary to pay his assess- 
ments. . 

The outlook for good roads in' Wis- 
consin promises much for the future 
arid it will probably not be many years 
before this;^ state will stand among the 
foremost in the, character of Its high- 
ways.— Racine Tinjea. - ,

Work Now North American Territory 
—Ethnologists Also FoIIdw Span- 
lards* Footsteps and Discover 
Ancient Marks In New Mexico. 

The SmlthBonlan party which, ac- 
companied Dr. O. A. Wheeler, presi- 
dent of tho 
Alpine club of 
C a u u d a, on 
his topograph- 
ic Hurvoy of 
tho llrlttsh (*»lumbla and Alliertu 
boundary tluo and the Mount Uobson- 
reelon, recently returned to Wanhing- 
ton. . 

N. Holllster, uiitunillst In charge ot 
the party, la elated over the aucceas of 
inc expedition, and states that tho 
now collection Is ipilte complete and 
covers practically all the birds and 
anlnmls Inhabiting this previously "n- 
worked territory. Tho party Wiis a 
small one, couslallug of four membors. 
Including .Mr. HblUator. aasiatant cura- 
tor of maninials, and J. H. Ulley of the 
dIvlKlon of birds in the national niu- 
Bcum. 

AtiBombllng at Eduiouion. Alberta, 
the party proceeded on tho Grand 
Trunk railroad to the end of the lino, 
where they found It necessary lo take 
pack, horses to penetrate the Mount 
Kobs'on reglou. The land lo bo sur- 
veyed Included tho territory lying 
about this niountalN lu the heart of 
the Canadian Rockies, comprlsine tho 
most rugged and broken country iniag- 
inable. Amidst this wonderful scenery 
Mount Robson rises In titanic outliue, 
tho highest peak in the Rockies, prob- 
ably between 14,500 and 15,000 feel 
high, and surrounding it for a dlK- 
lance of 50 mites In all directions 
lies the field of the Bur«^ey. 

!.( Uils wild and unclaimed country 
the party of caluraliBls remained near- 
ly four months, protected by special 
pcrmllB from the Canadian govern- 
ment Tho natural history work was 
divided, Mr. Holllator and .Mr. Riley 
(ollcctlng the blrds'und small anlmala, 
while the other collectors bunted big 
game. The collection iucludes some 
900 apeciinens of birds and mammals, 
the latter ranging in size from tiny 
mole-like creatures, called "shews," to 
fuUgrown caribous and bears. 

One enormous grizzly bear was ob- 
tained by a turiunute shot. Much fine 
material for exhibition groups was t;e- 
Gured, including a series of caribou, 
mountain goats, mountain sheep, 
beavers and many varieties of smaller 
uniinalEi. - Ues'tdes birds and mainmats, 
large numbers of plants airti insects 
were collected. All the Bpeclniens have 
been turned over to the national mu- 
.'^uin anii when tho collection is 
worked up parts of it will be put oii 
exhibltiou. 

F. W. Hodge, ethnologist In chiurgc 
ot the bureau of American- ethnolugy 
of the Smithsonian lustltution, has re- 
turned JO Washington from an expedi- 
tion to New .Mexico, conducted under 
the Joint auspicoB of the bureau and 
the School of American Archaeology 
at Sauta Fe. Galrly In September .\lr. 
Hodge proceeded to El Morro, or in- 
scription Rock, in western New .Mex- 
ico, where, wIiU the aaslatance of 
.losae L. NuKbaum of the tichuol of 
American Archaeology, paper Imprea* 
sious and photographs of the In.scrli)- 
tiona on the rock wore made. 

El Morro is au euormous sandatonc 
rock rising a couple of hundred feet 
out of the plain, and eroded in such 
rantaslic lornis us to give it the ap- 
pearance ol a great cantlo, hence ita 
Spanish name. A uinall spring runuer- 
> *;\l:ting at tlie rock made ll a uou- 
venient place for the Spanish explov-rs 
^i tlie seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
nrles, and live sniooth face of the *"caH- 
tle" well adapted It to receive the 
inscrljitlonK of the conquerors of that 
early period. 

The earlieat Inscription, and his- 
torically the most impurt^uit, Is that 
' of Juan de Onate, colonizer of New 
Mexico and tho founder of the city of 
Santa Fe' in lOOG. -It was in this year 
that Onate visited El Morro and 
carved- thItflnBcrlption on his return 
from a' trip to the llead of the Gulf of 
Callforjtiia. 

There are 10 other Spanish Inijcrip 
tions of almost equal tmiiortanee, 
among them that of Don Diego de 
yargflt;, who. In 1C*J2, reconquered the 
Pueblo Indians after their rebellion 
against Spanish authority lu IGSO. The 
paper impressions, or ''squeezes," have 
been transferred 'to ttie national mu- 
seum, where plaster casts shortly will 
be made ot them for permanent pres- 
ervation. 

Although El Morro has been mode a 
national monument by proclamation of 
the prealdont there la no local custo- 
dian, consequently the rock Is exposed 
to vandalism, aiid the Inaerlptlons, bo 
Important to the early history of the 
soutbwcBt. ore ever threatened with 
destruction by the thbughtlosB vlaUora, 
who, scratch their o^vn Insignificant 
names lu dangerous proximity to these 
old records of early exploration. 

Mr. Hodge later Joined Dr. Edgar L. 
HcweU, director of the School . of 
Aiaerlcan Archaoologj', on an expedl- 
tion to the Jemez valley, about sixty-, 
Ave rallea 'northwoBt of Albuquerque, 
whero excavations wore conducted In 
tho ruins of a ' large stone, pueblo 
known as Amoxlumqun; which moa^ 
urea about 1.100 by 000 feet and la 
Bltuated: en a mesa rising 1,800 feet 
above Jombz rlvoi'. 

This pueblo ;Vaq occupied from pfo- 
hlfiWrlo times to the year 1622, when, 
aocordlng to early Spanish records. U 
.^ea^obondonod on account of the dep- 
redations of *li«. Navajo Indians.

It is difUcuIt these times to build n 
house for $1,000; but It can be done 
if wo hold our ambition' sufTlciently 
In check. You can have a good doal 
of comfort In a $1,000 house If you 
plant ii on (lio riglit lot and arrange 
it with care to get tho most for the 
money. It Is more dUTlcult to plan 
a satiBfactory cheap house than a good 
house twice as. targe, because wo are 
hampered every tlino we undertake 
to make a move. We have not room 
enough to turn without bumping Into 
some now problem. 

You cannot run a hall down through 

the middle of a small house without 

wasting a whole lot of room. You 

must have the house wider if you do, 

and this means a great deal more 

expense In the roof. When you gel 

above 2S feet In width, you have quite 

a roof problem to deal with. This 

house Ib 28 feet wide and 40 feet long, 

which Is a very good proportion. The 

roof iB plain and straight, being Just

story solid houses as heavy ns any one 
wants them. They are all rlght,ln their 
right place; but what Eults one does 
not suit another, either In plan. In 
appearance, or In cost; and the bunga- 
low has added a chapter to house 
building which meets the view of a 
hirge and Increasing number of per- 
sons. 

This house plan gives na opportu- 
nity for young people to start In with 
a htune of their own without a groat 
outlay in rash. As designed, the 
houBe l*- built without a cellar; but a 
collar may be added at any lime. 
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takes more shhiglea; but the work on 
the roof Is not much different, and, as 
far as tho Inside 1h conccrncu, you 
simpl]^ add the niilshlng up of three 
extra rooms. Tlie, foundation Is. no 
larger; and the only addition on the 
flrat floor Is the stairway, which. In 
this, caae. Is built In and closed with 
a door. at the bottom. 

You seldom see an operi stairway 
in a bungalow houae. It seems to he 
but of keeping with the general lay- 
out. Even In larger houses, people's 
Ideas regarding stairways have under- 
gone some modincatlon. The ques- 
tion has often come up: Why should 
we build n fancy open stulr directly 
opposite the main entrance door as

other aiiraciive features as ihey felt 
they could afforU the expense. And 
very often the money saved in rent has 
l)aid for these Improvements. 

I particularly like to ace thrift of 
this kind, and I am optimistic enough 
lo believe that similar aenilmenta are 
incrcusing as the country becomes 
more thickly populated. I see evi- 
dences of economy that I never no- 
ticed before except In Isolated cases 
Economy is one of the greatest vir- 
tues. Economy and Ignorance seldom 
go together. It requires a person of 
more than average Intelligence to 
practice economy sensibly. Economy 
Is not stinginess; there Is a wide dis- 
tinction.

"A ordered In decree Issued by 
'.iblnct In China, according to ad- 
3 transmitted to the state depart- 
int through the Chinese chargo 
.^'affaires la this city, Tho message 
also conllrme the reported retirement 
of tho prince regent and his return to 
tho order of Imperial princes, and the 
appointment of ohl-Hsu and Hsu Shih 
Chang as guardians of the emperor. 
The message says that Chow Tszchl 
has been appointed assistant minister 
of finance. The department was also 
Informed that by a decree issued Chi- 
nese Bubjecta are permitted to cut off 
their cues. 

When the Chinese government or^ 
idered that the western method of 
reckoning months and years be adopt- 
ed, the date Jumped from tho 19th day 
of the tenth month to the third year 
ot Hsuantung to the 9th' day of the 
eleventh month of the year 1911 A. D. 
It was a long" Jump, apparently, and 
In reality the change to the use of tho 
Gregorian calendar, used by most of 
the great nations of the world, was a 
significant step In China's advance to- 
•ward modern civilization. 

For centuries it has been the cus- 
tom In China to reckon the days of 



pie though plain dwelling with tho 
Idea that later ho would erect a houBo 
in keeping with hla wealth and Btand- 
Ing lu tho community. Abingdon, be- 
ing a Custis homo, was directly or 
remotely nsaoolated with nearly all 
the colonial and revolutionary fam- 
iUoa In Virginia and Maryland. Tho 
house was built by John Parko Cuatla 
in 1778. It stands about 300 ynrdfl 
back from tho Potomac river and 
about throe mllea aouth of Washing- 
ton. 

John Parko Custis was descended 
from John Custla, who came-'to Vir- 
ginia from Holland in 1C4D. The son 
of this Immigrant, John Custis II., 
built Arlington house In Northampton 
county, Virginia, naming It nttor Hen- 
ry, tho earl of Arlington, who, with 
Lord Cnlpeper,' hold Virginia under 
patent from Charles II. 

Young Cuatls bought from Gerald 
Alexander 1,100 acres ot land, part of 
which- Is now Arlington National cem- 
etery. He built Abingdon House ana 
there In 1779 Eleanor Packo- Custla 
(Neillo Custla) was bom. John Parko 
Custis. an aid on Washington's stair, 
died at Yorktowri In 1781 and Waah- 
Ington adopted NolHo .and her ypung 
brother, George Washington . Varko 
Custis. Tho children thoroatter made 
'cheir home at Mo^unt Vernon. 

Nolllo remained there till she bo- 
^caine the wife of Lawrence Lewis, 
Washlngton'B sister'a son, and George 
Washington Parko Custis remained 
there till tho death of Mrs. Washing- 
ton, in 1802. Abingdon. House Is now 
.occupied by tho foreman of the brick* 
making company and hla family.

the case might be. Ev6rj' third year 
It was necessary to Blip In an extra 
month BO as to Ueep the season In 
place and tho years running, smooth* 
ly. Whenever a new emperor as- 
cended the throne the Chinese began 
to reckon their years all over again. 
The day of the year, however, did not 
change with the coming of a now 
ruler, but it became that day and 

month of the first year of , and 

the new ruler's name was given. 

Chinese historians wore compelled 
to work overtime keeping their datea 
straight, for It was no Joke to reckon 
the date of an event which happened 
tea or fifteen hundred years ago when 
the historian bad to figure out who 
was on the throne and what year ot 
his reign the event occurred In. But 
all this is now to be changed. 
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Form of Court Oath May be Changed 





THE bill recently Introduced by Sen- 
ator Burton of Ohio, which pro- 
iposes to change the form of oath In 
federal courts and elsewhere under 
the Jurisdiction of the United Statea, 
Is in tho hands of the judiciary com- 
onltteo of the senate and la now be- 
ing conaldored with a view of early 
action upon the subject. The bill, or 
■which Charloa J. Bonaparte, the for- 
mer attorney general of tho United 
States, and Dr. Ira Remsen, president 
Of Johns Hopklna university, aro the 
sponsors, does not contemplato to 
change the religious character of the 
oath. The principal change which It 
iproposea Is the omission of the ex- 
pression "So help me God" at the end 
of an oath and the Bubatltutlon of 



"promise" or "declare" for the -word 
"Bwcar" in the formula. 

Since the introduction of Senator 
Burton's bill the attention of the judi- 
ciary committee has been called to tho 
fact that several of tho moat progres- 
sive countries of Europe havo mate- 
rially changed and modernized the 
ancient and antiquated. forms of tho 
oaths used In Judicial proceedings. No 
country as yet has gone quite so far 
as Switzerland. 

The cantons of Zurich and Aargau 
took the radical stop of entirely abol- 
ishing the oath several years ago, and 
the result has been so satisfactory 
that there ia no desire to return to 
the old system. When the great coun. 
ell of tho Canton of Vaud at its last 
session considered the draft of a new 
civil code, the abolition of tho oath lu 
any tqrm.' from Judicial proceedings 
was strongly urged, and, after an in- 
teresting debate, a provlaion abolish- 
ing the oath .was incorporated in the 
now code, which went into effect on 
January 1 of this year.

rosin, tars, "pitch, rosin Bplrlts and 
rosin olla, hovlng an annual value of 
at least 130,000,000, may be obtained 
without boxing or, turpentining a sin- 
gle live tree." *' • - 

"It Is poaelble to' recover from^tho 
wastes- of the yellow.-plno lumber In- 
dustry (Including dehd-and-down tim- 
ber) as much or more turpentine, 
rbalri and roalh olla as' now are pro- 
duced by the ordinary mothoda of tur- 
pentining fro^m the living tree. The 
prblltahle utilization ■ of mill wastea 
In this way wbuW, add materially, to 
the wealth br tho south nud help to 
cotjserve its timbor resovrces," ,

During tho years 1910 and 1911 tho 
"hlnch-bug has been abundant enough 
n several counties of the oouthcrn 
half of the stite to cause heavy loss, 
^apecirtlly of corn. In the worst In- 
fested localities, and to threaten 
widespread destruction of wheat, oats, 
corn and the pasture and meadow 
grasses during the coming year In at 
icast.thirty Illinois counties. Wo are. 
in fact, in thn raldat— perhaps only at 
the beginning— of one of those periods 
of chinch-hug outbreak which have 
worked occasional havoc to IllInolB 
agriculture over since tho days of the 
pioneer farmer. These outbreaks have 
hllhorto run their course, practically 
unhindered by anj thing which the 
farmer has done, and have been 
brought to nn end by general causes 
only, of which the weather of one' or 
two years Is the most Important; hut 
bur knowledge of methods of control 
of the chinch-bug has now made 
such progress that we aro fairly able 
to defend our crops against It. pro- 
vided that substantially all the farm- 
ers of a neighborhood or community 
or district will act together according 
to a wcll-consldercd programme. 

The chinch-bugs aro .now In their 
winter quarters, most of them full 
grown and fully developed, and there 
they will remain until tho warm 
weather of next April or May. They 
are hidden away in the largest num- 
bers at the roots of various field 
grasses which grow in thick, tall 
bunches or clumps, especially In the 
kind commonly known In this state as 
bunch grass, b room sedge or sedge 
grass, but alao In stools of timothy 
where this has been allowed to grow 
to Its full height, as on headlands and 
roadsldca and along fences surround- 
ing meadows. 

Wherever they are wintering they 
may be destroyed In onormoys num- 
bers by burning over tho bunch grass 
on comparatively dry days after it has 
been killed to tho ground by repeated 
heavy frosts, or by burning off. raking 
up, or otherwise destroying their win- 
ter cover, whatever It may be. In such 
a way as to expose them to the weath- 
er without their usual protection. Tho 
fact has been fairly well estahllahed 
that a largo part of a chinch-hug pop- 
ulation will perish, In variable winters 
of ordinary severity, provided that 
they aro deprived of the cover under 
which they have hidden themselves. 
If, on tho other hand, they aro al- 
lowed to remain here protected and 
undisturbed, they will come out in 
spring as the weather warms up and 
will spread over tho country on the 
wing, settling mainly In fields of 
wheat, but to aome extent also In 
eorly oata and oven In young com, 
especially In nelghborhooda where no 
wheat haa been sown; and in -these 
crops they will lay their eggs for tho 
flrat generation of tho year. Where 
the bugs arc very 'abundant, their 
epga may be laid In timothy and other 
graBSca, but not In clover, alfalfa, or 
any other crop which doea not belong 
to the family of graEsea; and the 
young hatching from these ogga will 
injure the crope In which they find 
themselves. Later, at harveal time, 
being only partly grown, they will 
move out of infested wheat fields on 
foot Into other fields of grain, and ea- 
pec(nliy of corn, and, In Bomo cases, to 
Rrnas, where. If the weather of tho 
season favors them, a second genera- 
tion will bo bred to the enormous In- 
jury of badly Infested crops. 

Those arch-enemloB of tho farm ^ylU 
thus be lyiiig In wait for months un^Ior 
the very eyes aiid feet of, the. farmer, 
unable to escape from tbclr places, of 
nmbiiBli until ' the warmth of \he 
aprlngvElves them back their power? 
oMocomotlon and destruction. Shall 
we let them Btay there, nndloturhed 
(ho wnolo wfnter through; to break 
forth again next summer. like a'de^ 
vburlng naipe: or shall wo take ad- 
vuntfcge of this weak point lu their 
uVan of campaign, and by thorough- 
going, contorted mensurcB of attach, 
'liiRtroy them -whiloihey are yet.ln. our 
»werT- Every chinch-bug killed Ifl lU 



winter quarters means, on nn average,, 
and under ordinary conditions, some- 
thing llko 100 fewer In wheat, and 
lO.OOQ fewer in corn tho following 
year, and the Immense Importance of 
winter measures against tho chlncb- 
bug must be evident to anyone. 

The fact must ho recognized, how-* 
over, that each farmer is in great 
measure dependent on hla neighbors 
In any contest with this common en- 
emy. If ho destroys all the chinch- 
huga on hla own place, tho force of 
tho flrat attack on his crops may be 
diminished; but if hla neighbors do 
not do the same, the hues will fly 
out from ncfilected fields In spring to 
infoBt all fields, near and far. In which 
they can find food, going flrat In the 
largest numbers, aa a rule. Into those 
nearest by, but finally spreading ev- 
erywhere and ' Infeatlng everything 
from which they can get their food. 
They cannot be kept put of the wheat 
lu spring after they liave taken wing; 
neither can they bo killed In the 
wheat in any stage by any methdd 
now known which will be economical- 
ly worth while. Tho crops liable to 
an early spring attack must-, conse- 
quently, be protected. If at all, by a 
winter destruction of the bugs. Under 
> these condltiotfB. it la the duty of ev- 
ery farmer In the Bouthorn third of 
tho state to make thorough search of 
all situations on hla prcmlBos whero 
chinch-bugs, may bo wintering; and 
wherever they are found he should 
pick up, rake up and dlapoao of. by 
burning or otherwise, all lose cover 
under which they are sheltered. But 
furthermore and especially, he should 
watch his opportunity to bum over 
hunch grass and other aheUerlng 
graBseB when theso are dry enough to 
bum close to the ground, and when 
there Is but little wind bo that each 
bunch may burn alowly but steadily 
downward. Many bugs may thus be 
burned alive, many more may be 
killed by the heat— about 110 degrees 
F. being fatal to them— and many of 
the remainder may pcrleh from expo- 
sure to cold and wet, eapeclally If the 
weather of tho seaaon la changeable 
and severe. The beat time for this 
burning operation is a dry spell In the 
early winter after tho bugs are well 
fixed in their winter quarters ; but if 
no such conditions come around, the, 
■work may he done later In tho winter 
or early In spring before the grass be- 
gins to grow. A moat favorable op- 
portunity for the destruction of the 
bugs by fire Is sometimes given by 
warm spring days which bring them 
out to. crawl over the leaves and 
stems of the grasses In which they 
have spent tho winter. 

We have here In our grain flfilds a 
condition substantially like that In or- 
chards Infested by the 'San Jose scale; 
and it is a fact verified tq me by an 
opinion of tho attorney general of the 
state, that It Is as .much a violation 
of Illinois law to bredd and maintain 
a horde of chinch-bugs In n grain fleld, 
I>ormlttlng It to escape to tho Injury of 
other property, as It is to permit one's 
orchard to continue dangerously In- 
fested by tho San Joae Bcalo. ' Not 
only Is the principle tho aame, but 
state laws pasBcd to s'uppreaa luBect 
nulsancea In nuraerlea and in orchards 
actually apply to fields of grain and 
gmaa as well. 

In view of these facts and condi- 
tions, ll Is my earneat hopo that tho 
farmers of Illinois will unite by nelgh- 
borhooda, organizing for a general 
cleaning up and burning over of. all 
placea of shelter for chinch-bugs be- 
tween now and the beginning of 
spring, doing this not In a loose and 
Imperfect way, but as carefully and 
thoroughly as they would .carry ,out 
any other noccBBary operation on their 
farms; and 1 further hope that thl» 
flame spirit and method of organized 
co-operation In tho Interest of the 
community as a whole may bo car- 
ried Into th« tight with the chinch-hug 
next summer. ■ \

Lieutenant Greblc. Memberof an Army 
Family, Is Made Junior Aide to 
thi President— Veteran of 
Merrlmac Dead.

WnBhlnKton. — Hear Adinlrnl Hlchard 
tVoinwright, alUo for opornllon at the 
navy dopartmcnt, hoB Just bocn placed 
on tbo retired Hat by roaaon of blu 
Ago. Tbo admiral Is alxty-two years 
old, but llho many another old sailor 
lie does not look It. Waluwrlgbt's rec- 
ord of service baa been such that Bee* 
rotary of the Navy Meyer baa decided 
to retain lilm on aotivo duty In tbla 
city, to bold membership In the gen- 
eral board of tbo navy otj ^vhlcb Ad- 
miral Dowoy la chairman^ 

Dewey la a tuU admiral' of' tbo 
United States navy, tbo highest rank- 
ing otllco held by ony ofDcer of cither 
Bcrvlce. Any army ofllocr to bo of 
equal rank with Dewey would bavo 
to bo authorized to write "general" in 
front of bis name, not lieutenant gen- 
eral, nor major general, nor brigadier 
general, but plain general. There baa 
been no gonornl of tbo army alnce 
Phil Sheridan died. Admiral Dewey 
1b Btill In tbo active aervlco by reason 
of hla rank. Ho can retire when bo 
viiW and really hla active service 1b 
In namo only. 

Hear Admiral Wolnwrlgbt, having 
been continued on active duty al- 
though transferred to the retired Hat. 
will receive tbo full pay of hla grade. 
Wolnwrlgbt himself was rather averao 
to remaining on active duty bccauao 
bo thinks It la not altogether a good 
precedent to eatabllah. Ho thinks with 
General Sherman that when an officer 
Is retired ho ought to bo retired ac- 
tually as well as In name. It was 
nicbard Walnwright, it will bo remem- 
bered, who took command of John 
Plerponl Morgan's yacht Corsair when 
It was turned over to the United 
States' ■government for service In the 
Spanish-American war. 

When this little yacht had been 
armed and Walnwright had been put 
In command it was to, serve as a aup- 
poaedly minor part .of tbo fleet In 
front of Santiago harbor. When Cer- 
vcra's shlpB came out of Santiago two 
torpedo boat dcstroycra made straight 
for Walnwrlght'a yacht, which waa un- 
annored, although, of course, not iin- 
Brmert. Walnwright used bis slx- 
poundera and tliree-poundera with 
such good effect that ho sank one of 
tho formidable Spanish craft In less 
than half an hour and drove tho other 
on tbo beach disabled. 

Grebles. an . Army. Famljy. _. . 

Lieutenant E. St. John Groble, Jr., 
of the field artillery, formerly sta- 
tioned at Fort Riley, Kan., baa been 
detailed as a Junior aide to the prcel- 
dent at the White House, succeeding 
Capt Ligon Johnaon, who has been 
ordered to Manila. Lieutenant Grenle 
la a son of Col. E. St.'^John Grcblo of 
tbo artillery, who Is now on special 
duty TjVitb tbo general Btnff in Wash- 
ington. 

' Hero ia an army family. Lieutenant 
Greble'a grandfather, Colonel Qreble'a 
father, was a graduate of WeBt Point 
and tho close friend of Gen. 0. u. 
Howard. The senior Greblo was killed 
at the battle of Ball's Bluff, Va., and 
ho was the flrat officer of tho rcgnlara 
to die In defense of the Union. 
I Served on the. Merrlmac. 

The death of Hardlo B. Littlepage 
In Wnsblngton a day or two ago 
removed another member of the 
small band of survlvora of tbo en- 
gagement between tho Monitor and 
tbo Morrlmac near Hampton Roads, In 
tbo war between tbo atatea. Llttlepaeo 
served on tbo Merrlmac aa a midship- 
man. Ho wda a cadet at the United 
SUtos naval academy when the war 
broke, out and bo resigned at once to 
enter the Confederate aervice. 
I SlT. Llttlcpago at the time of hia 
death waa employed by the United 
States government aa an agent to 
gather data for the publication of tho 
naval records of tbo Civil war. o post 
which, It was apeclflcnlly provided in 
creating tho position, should be filled 
, by a veteran of tbo Confederate. navy. 
He had been at this worlt alnce tho 
year 1889 and had nearly completed 
what was a much more arduous task 
than Qt. first It waa supposed It would 
bo. ' . ■ 

■ I Hero wna a Confederatp veteran 
holding a position under Uncle Sam's 
government. "Most people think per- 
haps that such a tbln'g is unique. Dut 
It la noL Thero aro many Corifedar- 
ate veterans employed Ih various ca- 
pacities In tho Federal aervice and the 
fact that they once fought against the 
Union in no wlao wna made a matter 
of objection to their preferment. 
Bakhmetleff Takes Fairbanks House.. 
Tho ftUBBlan ambassador, Mr. George 
DakhmeUeff, Is tho last addition to 
the amboflsadorlul rcprosontatlon . in 
Washington. Mr. Bakhmotlerf report- 
ed *for duty only a few daysago, and 
bo takes q place, because ho is the 
last ambassador appointed, at tho foot 
of the ambassador'a Hat, atandlng 
next below tbo representative , from 
Mexico, Senor Creapo.

When Trueman C. Newberry of De- 
troit waa secretary of tho navy, Sher- 
man Allen was hla secretary. From 
that poBltlon Mr. Allen went to tbo 
bureau of the New York Herald. Pol- 
Itlca, like tbo whirligig of time, brings 
clmnges and somo day probably Sher- 
man Alien will be back In the corps 
of correapondonts with hla naalgned 
seats in the gallerlea of the two 
bouaea. 

A word pr two waa aald recently of 
Tbomaa W. Brabany. "Tom" Brahany 
probably Is thlrty-tbrco years old, but 
be la extroordlnarlly youthful In ap- 
pearance. His bead and hla ablUtiea 
outrun bis years even tbouRb they bo 
thirty-three In number. For a long 
time Brahany was connected with tbo 
Milwaukee Journal aa a Washington 
correapondent. Ho waa for a while 
aecretary to Senator John C. Spooner. 
There were 40,000 bills introduced In- 
to tbo last congress, and If you ask 
"Tom" Brahany tbo amount asked. fOr 
the Improvement of Podunk Harbor In 
Bill No. 18399 ho will tell you off hand, 
and moreover probably will give you 
tbo .line, of tbo bill In which the 
amount occurs. If you look It up and 
you will find that Brahany has bit It 
right At present bo la tho secretary 
of the tariff board. 

Cdckran and Leupp. 
J. ti. Cockran. an Ohio newspaper 
man and for a long tlmo city editor of 
a Cleveland 'paper, la the pubUclfy 
man for tho bureau of mlueai Ho 
writea today aa he alwaya has written, 
well, and he la an authority on every- 
thing connected with efforts, to prevent 
mining dlsaatera and rescue work aft- 
er the dlsaatera occur. The/bureau of 
mines as a. separate bureau Is of re- 
cent creation. Us work is largo and 
growing. 

Francia B. Leupp, ia the man who 
wtote the Inspired' Interview with 
President Taft wblcb. recently ap- 
peared in tbo Outlook, to which 'Col- 
onel Roosevelt la a contributing edi- 
tor. Leupp la a newspaper man of dls- 
Unction. For a long tlmo he waa the 
Washington correspondent of tbo 
Now York Evening Post, a place from 
which Colonel Roosevelt when ho was 
president took bim to make him com- 
mlBBlonor of Indian nffalra. Leupp 
was greatly Interested In hla new du-' 
ties and ho took the cause of tho In- 
dians to heart 

Gus J. Kargor of tho Cincinnati 
Times-Stai* 1b another newspaper man 
who waa mentioned casually In one of 
these newspaper dispatches recently. 
Karger has not gono Into the govern- 
ment service, but ho la one of tbo po- 
litical advisers in chief, of. President 
Taft Gua la looked upon .by his fel- 
low 'correspondents ns sometblns In 
the nature of a wonder. Ho waa born 
on the other side of the water and 
came to this .counfry when a boy un- 
able to speak a word of English. Ho 
developed keen political spnso and 
strong journallBtic ability. The corre- 
spohdents like him and tho president 
leans on him. It is probable that Kar- 
ger knows tho name and tho factional 
leanings of every politician', in tho 
United States, no matter how obscure 

bo may bo. 

L. Wblto Busboy today la a secre- 
tary of the high Joint commission, oth- 
erwise known as tho Internatlonar 
boundary commlsalon.

Walnwrlght'a rec- 
ord of aervlco haa been auch that Sec- 
retary of the Navy Meyer has decided 
to retain him on active duty In thia 
city, to hold memherflhlp In the gen- 
eral board of the navy of which Ad- 
miral Dewey la chairman. 

Dewey la a full admiral of the 
United States navy, the highest rank- 
ing oillco held by any officer of either 
:acrvlco. Any army officer to ho of 
equal rank with Dewey would have 
to ho authorized to write "general" In 
front of bta name, not lieutenant gen- 
eral, nor major general, nor brigadier 
gcnorul, hut plain general There haa 
been no general of the army ainco 
Phil Sheridan died. Admiral Dewey 
la BtUl In the active aorvico by rcaaon 
of hla rank. Ho can retire when ho 
will and really his active service la 
In name only. 

Rear Admiral Walnwrlght, having 
been continued on active duty al- 
though trauaforred to the retired liat, 
win rccclvb the full pay of hla grade. 
Walnwrlght hlmaelf waa rather averae 
to remaining on active duty bccauao 
ho thinks It la not altogether a good 
procedont^o eatahUsh. Ho thlnka with 
General Shormnn that when an officer 
1b retired ho ought to be retired ac- 
tually aa well as In name. It waa 
Richard Walnwrlght, It will bo remem- 
bored, who took command of John 
Plerpont-Morgan'a yacht Coraalr when 
It was turned over to the United

He 
developed keen political sense and 
strong journalistic ability. The corro- 
spoiidehts like him and the, president 
leans on him. It la probable that Kar- 
ger knowB tho name and tho factional 
loaninga of every politician .In tho 
United States, no mattoh how obscure 
ho may bo. '
